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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information submitted 
for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into 
the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have 
been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distincdy claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim t, line 7, use of "at least on said. . ." appears improper. It appears "on" should be 
--one of—. In line 15, defining that the cover is secured to the cover appears inaccurate. It appears 
"attachment cover" should be —attachment collar—. 

In claim 4, line 1, use of "said first attachment means" appears confusing since multiple first 
attachment means have been defined. It appears that —at least one of— should be inserted after 
"said". 
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In claim 13, line 10, defining that the cover is secured to the cover appears inaccurate. It 
appears "attachment cover*' should be — attachment collar — . 

Claim Refections - 35 USC§ 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than cine year prior to the dare of application for pacenr in the United States. 

Claims 13-15 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bailey (US 
2,141,336). 

The patent to Bailey discloses the invention as is claimed. Bailey discloses a cleaning device 
which includes a cleaning attachment comprised of a semi-rigid, flexible cleaning attachment having 
a top portion (16,17) of loop shape and a bottom portion (10) of cylindrical shape. A first 
attachment means (A*) is connected to the bottom portion. The first attachment means couples the 
cleaning attachment to a conventional handle (A). A hollow, cylindrical attachment collar (B) is 
connected to the cleaning attachment A cover (D) of two layers stitched together is provided over 
the loop shaped top portion and is removably attached to the collar (B) via a second attachment 
means (22). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent mav not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between rhc subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the rime rhc invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over BaUey (US 
patent 2,141,336). 

The patent to Bailey discloses all of the above recited subject matter with the exception of 
the second attachment means comprising a plurality of fasteners, including hook and loop and 
snaps, to couple the cover to the collar. 

While Bailey discloses a simple tie member to couple the cover to the collar, it would have 
been obvious to one of skill in the art to employ any art recognized equivalent fastening means. Use 
of snaps, buttons, hook and loop, tape, etc are all well know means of fastening articles together. 
To merely employ a different well known fastening means from Bailey would have been entirely 
^ obvious to one of skill in the art as an obvious variation of Bailey, lacking any criticality of such 
fastening means. 
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Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bailey (US patent 
2,1 41 ,336) in view of Moss et al (US patent 4,765,014). 

The patent to Bailey discloses all of the above recited subject matter with the exception of 
the loop-shaped top portion of the cleaning attachment being made of flexible wire coated with 
plastic. 

The patent to Moss discloses a cleaning device wherein the top portion (16) thereof, upon 
which cover (17) fits over, is made of flexible wire (18) coated with plastic (20). Such enables the 
top portion to be bent into a particular shape for specific cleaning and to be maintained until a new 
shape is desired. 

It would have been obvious to one of skill in the art to provide the cleaning device of Bailey 
with plastic coated wire for the top portion, as clearly suggested by Moss, to enable particular shape 
selection of the top portion to enhance specific cleaning functions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 


Claims 1-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
